REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that Fenner does not disclose comparing as recited in claims 18, 30, and 36. The examiner disagrees because 
in column 23 lines 45 - 48, the record index matches the memory addresses, wherein the index is compared to the memory 
address and gives it a record index. Column 24, lines 25 - 27. wherein presenting a key associated with the data and generating 
an address where the record is stored in a memory from a table, it compares the address that has a key with different addresses 
that has different keys stored on the table, therefore the keys has to match and that is why they have to be compared in order to 
match. The examiner suggests that an amendment to the independent claims specifying that the compressed destination 
address identifier is compared with each of the entries of a routing table may overcome the art of record, but would require further 
search and consideration.
